stated several days ago in The Free­ 
man. 
The size of firecrackers is regu­ 
lated for the past five years by a 
city ordinance which also enumer­ 
ates the kinds of firecrackers and 
fireworks 
which 
are 
prohibited 
within the cit* limits. 
Section 1 of the ordinance prohib­ 
its any person, firm or corporation 
from selling or having possesion of 
torpedoes containing dynamite, any 
torpedo canes or 
ammunition 
for 
tropedo canes, or any dynamite fire­ 
crackers so-called. or any firecracker 
containing an explosive agent or ex­ 
plosive substance other than gun­ 
powder 
compounded 
of saltpetre, 
sulphur and charcoal. 
Section 
2 
prohibits the sale or 
posseesion 
of 
firecrackers of any 
kind or description of a size more 
than three inches in length or one- 
half inch in diameter. 
Section 3 prohibits 
the sale 
or 
possession of any squib, rocket, fire i 
balloon or other combustible fire- j 
works, or any article for the making 1 
of a pyrotechnic display, except such 
as are otherwise expressly permitted, 
and except for the s > cific purposes 
of railroad signali ng or public pyro­ 
technic displays which may be free 


cl- 
for 
which 
an 
admission 
is 
charged. 
The 
following 
are expressly ex­ 
empted from the prohibition of the 
ordinance by section 4: Roman can­ 
dle*, star mines and wares of like 
character, pin wheels in their dif­ 
ferent forms and sizes, sparklers in 
their different sizes, and colored fire 
in either loose or stick form. 
Violations of the provisions of the 
ordinance is punishable upon convic­ 
tion by a fine of not less than $50 or 
f ore than $100 for each offense, o’- 
by imprisonment for not more than 
thirty days, or by both such fine and 
Imprisonment. 
On account of the danger of fires 
resulting from the use of fireworks 
and firecrackers, 
special 
attention 
has been called to the provisions of 
the ordinance by Chief Chipp, of the 
tire department.

W heat outs and a mash 
feed once a day makes an excellent

Eeed no musty and fermented feed. 
A sour mash is highly injurious. Sour 
milk may he used to moisten the 
mash but no more should be mixed at 
one time than the fowls will clean up 
at one feeding. 
Allow no feeds to accumulate in the 
feed troughs. 
Feather eating among 
hens is usually prevalent during sum­ 
mer. 
In some cases the feathers are 
almost stripped from the neck of the 
birds and the flesh is lacerated with 
the beaks and burned by the sun. 
This habit is invariably caused by 
lack of proper substance in the feed. 
Prevention is better than cure, and 
perfect health and vitality among the 
flock should do this. 
Old hens intended for the market 
should always be sold early before 
they begin to moult or else you will 
be compelled to feed them three or 
four months before they have com­ 
pleted a new set of plumage and look 
fit to be sold as market poultry. 
I have found nothing better than 
to feed them sparingly with nitro­ 
genous feeds until about the first week
